DEBASED  COINAGE  OF  JAMES  II 

The  debased  coinage  of  the  Roman 
Caesars  had  its  counterpart  in  more 
modem  times,  in  the  coins  of 
James  II  of  England,  which  had  some- 
thing to  do  with  his  defeat  and  ex- 
ile. The  James  coins  bear  the  date 
1689.  History  tells  us  that  this 
king's  reign  ended  in  1688,  which 
discrepancy  challenges  our  curiosi- 
ty. 

On  his  accession  to  the  throne, 
James  II  determined  to  make  Ireland 
his  stronghold  in  order  to  support 
his  despotism,  which  was  persisted 
in  with  a blind  obstinacy,  without 
regards  to  the  rights  of  freedom  of 
speech  and  religion  of  his  subjects. 
His  proceedings  so  frightened  the 
English  people  in  Ireland  that  they 
deserted  their  homes,  and  sailed  for 
England  if  they  could  possibly  do 
so.  Then  followed  the  struggle  to 
remove  James.  An  invitation  was 
sent  to  William  of  Orange  to  come 
and  take  the  crown.  So  .thoroughly 
had  James  alienated  his  people  that 
he  found  himself  unable  to  defend 
his  throne.  William  landed  at 
.Torbay  in  1688.  James  fled  England 
in  December  of  the  same  year  for 
France,  leaving  William  of  Orange 
in  control. 

King  Louis  of  France  had  his  hands 
full  in  the  continent,  and  could 
furnish  no  soldiers  for  the  expedi- 
tion to  Ireland;  but  gave  James  a 
fleet  which  landed  at  Kinsdale  on 
the  south  coast  of  Ireland  in  1689. 

The  progress  of  the  fallen  mon- 
arch from  Cork  to  Dublin  was  in  the 
nature  of  a triumphant  procession. 

To  the  Roman  Catholic  people  of 
Ireland  his  passing  was  a divine 
event.  He  was  lustily  cheered, 
Hessed  and  prayed  for;  children  were 
held  up  to  see  him. 

The  royal  welcome  to  James  was 
wholly  undeserved.  Its  greatness 
was  not  properly  valued  by  him, 
which  coldness  cost  him  dearly  in 
the  struggle  ahead.  The  failure  of 
his  Irish  army  to  capture  London- 
derry was  a severe  blow.  The  kind- 
ness of  the  Irish  did  not  touch  his 
stoney  heart.  An  indication  of  his 
indifference  and  disregard  for  the 
rights  of  his  people  was  the  issue 
of  a debased  coinage.  This  debased 
coinage  ruined  his  friends  who  were 
forced  to  receive  it  by  royal  edict, 
in  payment  for  supplies  for  his 
army.  A reaction  set  in  which 
brought  about  withdrawal  of  a large 
number  of  his  followers. 

William  of  Orange,  having  been  re- 
ceived with  open  arms  by  the  English 
people,  and  having  established  him- 
self solidly  in  the  favour  of  his 
subjects,  took  up  the  task  of  de- 
feating the  despot  who  was  still  a 
thorn  in  the  side  of  England.  When 
William  landed  in  Ireland  in  1690, 
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DEBASED  COINAGE  OF  JAMES  II 
(continued) 

he  brought  a large  reinforcement, 
made  up  of  representatives  from 
nearly  every  nation  in  Europe, 
serving  for  hire.  These  foreign 
legionaries  swept  James'  Irish  army 
off  the  field  at  the  glorious 
Battle  of  the  Boyne  in  1690.  James 
cowardly  fled  almost  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  battle. 

The  Battle  was  fought  on  the  first 
of  July,  but  the  twelfth  of  July  is 
the  day  of  the  Orange  celebration. 
Since  that  date  there  has  been  a re- 
form in  the  calendar  by  dropping 
eleven  days. 

On  the  obverse  of  the  debased 
shilling  issued  by  James,  there 
appears  the  bust  of  James,  with 
Latin  words  - "Jacobus  II  Dei 
Gratia"  - meaning  James  the  second 
by  the  grace  of  God.  The  reverse 
bears  the  two  sceptres  crossed,  be- 
hind a crown,  with  XII  above.  The 
two  sceptres  refer  to  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  the  Roman  numerals  XII 
indicating  the  value  twelve  pence 
or  one  shilling.  The  inscription 
reads:  J R.  NAG.  BR.  FR.  et  HIB. 

REX.  JAN.  1689.  This  abbreviated 
inscription  given  in  full  would  be 
"Jacobus  Rex,  Magnificent,  Britain, 
France,  et  Hibernia  Rex  January, 
1689."  The  English  translation  of 
this  is  "King  James,  the  magnifi- 
cent, King  of  Britain,  France  and 
Ireland,  January  1689." 

This  debased  coinage  of  James 
consisted  of  6d,  12d,  5 crown,  and 
crown,  and  the  6d  and  shilling  are 
the  only  coins  known  on  record 
which  bear  the  month  as  well  as  the 
year  of  issue.  Some  of  these 
pieces  were  struck  of  metal,  the 
produce  of  old  cannon,  which  were 
melted  down  for  the  purpose  and  are 
in  consequence  termed  "gun  money."

THE  CREEKS  TOOK  IT  WITH  THEM 

When  the  Greeks  of  the  fifth  cen- 
tury B.  C.  died,  money  was  still  an 
article  of  first  consideration,  a 
necessary  item  for  their  trips  into 
infinity.  When  all  funeral  cere- 
monies were  complied  with,  and  the 
last  farewell  tendered  the  departed, 
a bright  silver  coin  was  taken  and 
placed  into  the  deceased's  mouth. 
This  money  was  to  pay  his  or  her 
way  across  the  river  Styx,  and  no 
doubt  an  extra  coin  or  so  was  in- 
cluded as  a tip  to  Charon  to  assure 
a safe  and  pleasant  voyage. 

The  British  Museum  has  an  inter- 
esting specimen  of  one  of  these 
specie  of  the  dead,  it  being  a small 
silver  coin  still  united  to  the  jaw- 
bone which  was  found  in  a beautiful 
urn  in  a tomb  in  Athens.

NEVER  GROWS  OLD 


Maria  would  never  win  a beauty 
contest.  Neither  has  she  a Mona 
Lisa  smile  or  the  reverent  appeal 
of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  or  the 
financial  backing  of  the  U.  S.  Mint, 
yet  this  popular  silver  queen  with 
the  double  chin  stands  head  and 
shoulders  above  all  coin  competi- 
tors to  the  citizens  of  Masirah 
Island,  twenty  miles  off  the  coast 
of  Saudi  Arabia. 

For  close  on  to  a hundred  years, 
the  native  citizens  have  looked  up- 
on her  familiar  features  with  a 
knowing  fondness,  and  have  religi- 
ously and  studiously  counted  the 
nine  pearls  on  her  low-bodice  dress. 
Since  the  Hapsburg  Empire  back  in 
1780,  when  the  Maria  Theresa  thalers 
were  first  coined,  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  Middle  Easterners  have 
taken,  and  will  accept  only  these 
coins,  prefering  no  others.  This 
has  created  a situation  that  has 
caused  the  French,  British,  Belgian, 
and  Italian  governments  to  mint 
these  coins  over  a long  period,  al- 
ways with  the  original  date  of  1780. 

A number  of  clever  coin  attempts 
to  wean  the  natives  away  from  this 
fascinating  woman  have  always  ended 
in  dismal  failures.  Marie  Theresa 
has  probably  been  bitten  more  times 
in  the  last  century  than  any  other 
woman  on  a face  of  a coin,  and  has 
her  pearls  counted  and  admired  more 
often  than  any  other  female  in  the 
history  of  Numismatics.
